And since we have the im- 
mense volume of water coming 
from the new Cotter St. well, 
pumped and stoied in the upper 
stand-pipe and the new reser- 
voir, we should have a safe and 
sufficient supply of water for 
years to come. In fact we have 
such unbounded confidence in it 
that we would be inclined to dis- 
believe a laboratory report of 
our town water that was not 
Class "A." 

Of course, 1 this complicated 
water system has to be safe- 
guarded and carefully managed 
by intelligent engineers and all 
other workmen. The town mains 
and hydrants must be flushed 
out when the water develops an 
odor and care must be taken 



and pails the cow, and when a 
few colon bacilli get into a water 
system, they are likely to in- 
crease by the million and be dis- 
tributed to every domestic water 
tap in town. 

It would not be a bad idea to 
have a modern chlorinator at 
hand, ready to use whenever a 
test of the water falls below 
Class "A" by the government 
report. And the government 
analysis must be absolute. 
Otherwise, lack of confidence 
might upset the whole system. 

Of late there has been but very 
little sickness in town. There 
are not many in the hospital and 
the town has been free from con- 
tagious disease for some weeks.

Town Asks Approval 
To Purchase Bank 
Building For Office 

Centrally Located Building Would Be Used As 

Clerk's Office, Council Unanimous For Plan 

The town of Newmarket has accepted an offer of the 
Imperial Bank to sell its building at the southwest corner 
of. Main and Botsford Sts. for $9,000, subject to the 
approval of the Ontario municipal board. The building- 
would be used for a clerk's office and utilities office. 

The bank concluded operations on Monday and turned 
its business over to the Bank of Montreal. 

The offer to sell is good until Sept. 15. If the transac- 
tion goes through payment is to be made on Sept. 30. 



N. L. Mathews, K. C, clerk 
and' solicitor, informed a special 
town council meeting on Monday 
evening that the dominion con- 
troller of construction had re- 
fused permission to erect a new 
clerk's office on the site of the 
present office. 

The controller wrote that it 
was government policy to "post- 
pone all avoidable non-war con- 
struction" and asked that the 
project be "deferred until this 
war has been brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion." The new 
building, one storey high, would 
cost $8,000 to $10,000. 

Mr. Mathews then told of 
negotiations wilh the Imperial 
Bank since it became known that 
it would close Us Newmarket 
branch. 

He said that the offer included 
the vault and vault door, 
counters and partitions. "It 
wouldn't give us as much room 
as we had planned, but it would 
do for several years, and if we 
needed more room we could use 
the place formerly occupied by 
Osborne's or build into the 
vacant lot at the back." Mr. 
Mathews said. "It would do for 
probably 15 years.*' 

"It would be a good invest- 
ment" said Councillor Win. 
Dixon. "Personally, I think we 
have a better proposition there 
than in the new building."

TWO 
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IT'S PATRIOTIC 
TO BE HEALTHY 

School opens next Tuesday. It wilt be the first 
day of school for many a five or six-year-old. 
These youngsters will be handicapped as com- 
pared with some of their city cousins who have 
enjoyed the advantages of kindergarten or nurs- 
ery schools, but the pre-school school is some- 
thing that will come with the years. 

A more immediate need is a public health 
nurse, who would work with doctors and teachers 
to prevent disease and to teach health to children 
and parents. Newmarket, which a few years ago, 
when people did not have the means to pay a 
doctor and often did without one when they 
should have called one, boasted seven medical 
men, faces this, winter with either three or four 
doctors. Those doctors will be over-worked and 
they should have the help of a public health 
■urse, not to cure disease but to help prevent it. 

Only a small outlay would be necessary, and it 
should prove a good investment, saving the people 
of Newmarket sickness, lost days, hospital and 
medical bills, and, of course, not affecting un- 
favorably the incomes of medical men who will 
have more work than they can handle. 

Newmarket people should have no doubt about 
the ability of a public health nurse to fit herself 
into the community, and do a good job, for two 
reasons, first, the Ontario department of health 
would recommend the nurse, and, second, she 
would be responsible to Dr. J. H. Wesley, an out- 
standing medical officer of health, who does a 
difficult job without fear or favor and who takes 
the advanced viewpoint that a health officer's 
duties are to a large extent educational. New- 
market people owe a great deal to Dr. Wesley. 

Newmarket is a progressive town, and in this 
instance could combine progress with economy, 
self-help with patriotism.

There is more reason now than there ever was 
to do something about Main St. parking. Merch- 
ants, limited to one delivery a day. are more 
anxious to have people come and carry their 
purchases. I'eople would help the merchants in 
this way if they could depend on securing a con- 
venient parking place for a few minutes, but in 
these gas-saving days people are not so likely to 
bring their cars downtown if they must drive up 
md down to find a parking-place. They are 
raore likely to ask for delivery and add to the 
merchants* burdens. 

Incidentally, the sidewalks are so crowded with 
people on Saturday evenings that it is no mean 
feat to carry your groceries to your car even if it 
should be within easy reach. Newmarket's side- 
walks on Saturday evenings are a popular place 
for friends to meet and "visit." If the town could 
secure some of the property on the west side of 
Main St. between Timothy and Botsford, and open 
a way through to the market square, and make 
a park there where people could sit on benches 
and chat with each other, it would be a great help 
to retail business. Montreal is delightfully sup- 
plied with these little parks where visitors may 
lit down and rest or just "loaf" if they wish. 

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

DON'T FORGET 
THE BOYS OVERSEAS 

(Midland Free Press Herald) 

U is so easy to assume that someone else is 
writing letters to our Canadian lads overseas. 
When too many people do that, however, it 
simply means that our soldiers, sailors and airmen 
are forgotten altogether. They quite properly do 
not like it. 

The other day a Canadian airman made this 
little speech over the radio: "To all the people 
who have written me letters I say "Thanks!' — To 
those who promised and have not written — 
■SHAME!' " and he said it with considerable snap. 
In these days when mails do not arrive as reg-

Of particular value is 
the help accorded many a juvenile delinquent 
and through that aid many a juvenile has been 
put back onto a better path and saved from a life 
of misery and degradation that disregard of the 
law always brings.

MUNICIPAL CHECKER BOARD 

REMOVED 

(Huntsville Forester) 

No longer will municipalities be able to choose 
between the one and two-year term for municipal 
councils. The act of 1940, granting the right to 
vote on a two-year term, has died with the session 
of 1942. and the old provisions of the Municipal 
Act will again become operative. Henceforth, 
municipalities will hold annual elections, and 
municipal councils will sit for one year only. 

The introduction of the amendment two years 
ago, ostensibly undertaken as a war-time economy 
measure, failed to arouse popular approval, and 
while in several municipalities the ratepayers 
voted for the two-year term, they have since 
shown no special enthusiasm for the innovation. 

There still exists in Ontario— a strong sentiment 
in favor of a staggered arrangement, whereby 
half the members of a council would retire each 
year, thus providing for the two-year tenure of 
office, without robbing the ratepayers of the right 
to exercise the prerogative of an annual vote. 
This method would ensure continuance in council 
of experienced representatives. 

OPPORTUNITY FOR COL. DREW 

(Midland Free Press Herald) 

Ontario people have given up hope for anything 
in the way of liquor reform from Premier Mitch 
Hepburn. He has identified his government too 
thoroughly with the promotion of the traffic. 

Editor Hale of the Orillia Packet and Times 
believes there is a unique opportunity at the hand 
of Col. George Drew, leader of the Ontario Con- 
servative party. Says Mr. Hale: 

"All that is needed to compel action, either at 
Ottawa or Toronto or both, is that some strong 
political voice and influence should join the 
churches, the press and other organizations that 
are calling for a curbing of the scandal of the 
present liquor situation. Col. George Drew can 
do Canada an even greater service in this respect 
than the Hong Kong investigation and debate is 
likely to accomplish. And it will be within his 
own province as leader of His Majesty's loyal 
opposition in the Ontario legislature. Unless the 
Conservative party in Ontario adopts a definite- 
policy on this and other provincial issues it 
threatens to die of inanition. If an election were 
to be sprung this fall, its record for the past few 
years offers no attractive alternative to those 
large numbers of both Liberals and independents 
who are dissatisfied with Mr. Hepburn's admini- 
stration of the affairs of the province. 

4 'It is probably true that public opinion would 
not now be prepared for total suppression' of the 
liquor traffic for the duration of the war — though 
we are ready to contend that this worked well in 
the last war, in spite of the more or less successful 
efforts of the liquor trade to foster a contrary 
opinion. But if the beverage rooms are not to be 
closed altogether, at least the hours of sale might 
he severely curtailed/' 

TO HEAD OFF PROHIBITION 

(Liverpool IN. S.J Advance) 

Considerable interest is being aroused in the 
province over the move to ration liquor. The 
Wolfville Acadian says: 

There seems to be good reason for the belief 
that the rationing of alcoholic beverages in 
Canada may not be so far off after all. The cat 
was let out of the bag the other day by an Ottawa 
newspaper when it hinted that unless something 
of the kind were done the people of this country 
"including many moderate drinkers" might make 
a demand upon the government, in view of exist- 
ing conditions, for prohibition which might be- 
come irresistible. It was suggested the way to 
head off such a movement is to cut down the sale 
and consumption of intoxicating beverages, which 
has increased by leaps and bounds in recent 
years. 

T3iat is evidently the sophistry which may be 
used. The idea is that the drink traffic r.'.ust be 
regarded as a friend, rather than the public 
enemy that it is, has come to dominate our rulers, 
and through fear of losing revenue prohibition 
will again be used as a bogey. Not so long ago 
the big interests that "control" the liquor traffic, 
and through it the various governments, were 
using Russian communism in a similar manner. 
♦•Whosoever is deceived thereby is not wise."

Helping a neighbor with a 
threshing dinner, she suddenly 
broke out with "I wish you'd 
write about threshing, I want to 
send an account of it to my 
sisters in England, they're so in- 
terested in everything Canadian 
and an English threshing is 
different." 

"How different?" I wanted to 
know. 

"Well;* said she with a remin- 
iscent smile, "no dinner or sup- 
per is served, the men go homo, 
but a lunch is taken to the fields 
in mid-morning, and in the after- 
noon raisin buns the size of 
saucers, and great pots of tea are 
taken out.** 

"So,** said I, "that IS differ- 
ent," and I glanced round the 
big kitchen where the table 
stretched its utmost to accom- 
modate 12, and where every sort 
of cooking was in progress that 
those 12 hungry, hot and tired 
men might find the means to 
pleasantly satisfy the inner man. 
As we chatted Mrs. Needier 
scraped a great cream can full 
of nice big new potatoes, and I 
peeled apples, and more apples. 

"Come and see if you think I 
have enough pies,*' she invited 
when our current jobs were 
done, and we had debated 
anxiously over the amount of 
sugar for the apple sauce. 

So, into the pantry we went, 
and there, to my wondering eyes 
was displayed an array of pies 
which made me gasp. There 
were pies, apple; pics, caramel; 
pies, chocolate; pies, lemon, and, 
she confided, "We'll make more 
after dinner — raisin and other 
kinds, so do you think that will 
be enough?'* 

"I would think so," said I, 
"but who am I to judge, they 
look as if they'd feed a bat- 
talion!" 

However, we couldn't stand 
and gaze at pies, however invit- 
ing, and so we repaired to tho 
kitchen where I tackled a mam- 
moth cabbage and the house- 
mother devoted herself to peas.

"More pies will have to be 
made for tonight and tomorrow," 
quoth she, and just then Huldah 
appeared. So they washed 
dishes and prepared apples and I 
made pies — and pies and PIES! 
When I left I had three things in 
mind: I had gained a new ex- 
perience, I'd had a real visit with 
my neighbor and I could under- 
stand what women meant when 
they said they were "having the 
threshers."

A noted American radio 
speaker. Dr. Dover, said recently 
that rural life has within it the 
values necessary for human 
society but that the weakening 
of community life is "the peril 
facing humanity." 

"Democracy is more apt to be 
saved in the cornfield and on the 
milking stool than on the battle- 
field and In the trench/* he 

stated. 

Although Dr. Dover deplored 
the increase of corporation and 
tenant farming in the United 
States, he said that of the eight 
million farms there, four million 
were still owned and operated by 
j farmers. 

| He urged rural folk to be 
'aware of their responsibility 
society. 

In spite of the shortcomings of 
our educational system, in regard 
to training for rural life, there 
are many ways of receiving in- 
formation on subjects of interest 
to us as fanners and citizens. 

True, short courses, folk and 
training schools are pretty well 
out for the duration, but much 
timely information is provided 
by newspapers, magazines and 
the radio. 

Books and pamphlets are still 
available from libraries and col- 
lege extension services. Farm 
and study club organizations are 
eager to provide helpful reading 
material and study guides. 

Once you have organized a 
study group among a group of 
interested people, there arc three 
main essentials for its success — 
study, discussion and action. 

One of the finest achievements 
of farm forums has been the re- 
vival by them of good, old- 
fashioned neighborliness. And 
while that achievement has been 
tremendously valuable to the 
movement and to the people 
themselves, it is not in itself all- 
sufficing. 

In order to intelligently discuss 
any question, one must be aware 
of its background, what caused 
it, have other people faced the 
same problem, if so what did 
they do about it, were their 
methods effective. 

The small discussion group of 
six or eight people gives every- 
one & chance to express his 
opinion. It obtains, in this way, 
more variety of thought and 
arrives at more valuable con- 
clusions. 

District and provincial meet- 
ings of your organization give 
you the opportunity of hearing 
the best speakers and of ex- 
changing ideas with people from 
other parts of the country. 

Just as discussion without 
study and thought is merely 
"scratching the surface," so dis- 
cussion without action is lifeless 
and leads nowhere. 

Whether the project be small 
or large, the joy of working to- 
gether to achieve something 
worth-while is immeasurable. 
Once the group has decided on 
a project and studied how to 
carry it out, their enthusiasm 
will not die. 

Some communities have estab- 
lished libraries, organized buying 

clubs and promoted joint owner- 
ship of farm equipment. tn 
some districts, several groups 
have joined together to organize 
co-operative stores, marketing 
clubs, credit unions, dental and 
immunization clinics. 

Farm people should be ever 
mindful of their importance to 
the nation, not only as citizens, 
but as producers of food. Their 
value to society depends on their 
ability to do their work efficient- 
ly. It is their duty to become 
aware of the problems which 
face them and to earnestly strive 
to do something constructive 
about it themselves.

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 

REGULATIONS 

• EFFECTIVE: SEPTEMBER 1, 1942 

• THOSE AFFECTED 

ONE GROUF of regulations (A) applies ro all workers, male and female, and 
their employers, except any persons employed: — 

As female domestic servants in homes where there is not more than one servant 
employed; By a provincial government; As ministers, priests or clergymen; 
As professional engineers or science workers under the 1 Wartime Bureau of 
Technical Personnel; In part-time subsidiary employment which is not a regular 
occupation; 

In agriculture, hunting, fishing, trapping; As teaches*; As nurses and proba- 
tioners: In casual labour; 
As students at work after school or on holidays other than long summer vacation. 

The other Group (B) applies to all workers. 

• THE REGULATIONS 

CHOUP (A) 

1. No worker may quit his' job without giving his employer seven days 1 notice 
in writing. 

2. No employer may lay-off or discharge any worker without seven days' 
notice in writing. 

3. No employer may interview or engage any worker unless such worker has a 
permit to seek employment. 

4. Permits to seek employment may be obtained from National Selective 
Service officers in Selective Service offices, formerly the local offices of the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission. 

■ 

GROUP (B) 

5. A National Selective Service officer has the power: 

(a) to order any person to report for an interview at the local office; 

(b) to order any person who has been unemployed seven days to take 
any suitable work; and 

1 (o) to order any partially employed person to take any suitable full-time 

work. 

©, No person ordered by a National Selective Service officer to take a job may 
quit such job without permission of the officer. 

7„ When a worker has to travel to a distant job, the National Selective Service 
officer may pay the cost of transportation and certain other special allow- 
ances. ' 

8, If a worker at the request of the National Selective Service officer changes 
from less to more essential work, he may claim reinstatement in his former 
job when the more essential work is finished. 

9, Any employer, employee or other person who violates any provision of the 
regulations or any order made under them is liable to a fine not exceeding 
$500 or a jail term of not more than 12 months or both. 

Mater — Agricultural workers may take seasonal or temporary employment 
outside agriculture with the consent of Selective Service Officers wnen such 
work will not interfere with farm production and by taking such work they 
• will not lose their right to postponement of military service,

Wc in Canada have always been

"A school building i s only used 
a few hours each day, for 190 days 
a year. The same heat, carotak- 
ing and equipment will do for even 
more staggered classes If neces- 
sary, and where debentures are 
still out, the same capital deben- 
ture cost and carrying charges. 

"A new school of the type we 
would have to have would coat 
$150,000. It would be too great a 
burden for the taxpayers, now or 
in the future. We should not 
build until it is absolutely neces- 
sary. A few years ago an unof- 
ficial estimate showed that proper- 
ty owners only had about 30 per- 
cent of the school population in 
their families, so that these few 
owners carried the school charges, 
for rents in a small municipality 
are seldom figured to include the 
school charges that the property 
owners have to pay." 

"It Is just as healthy for a child 
to go to school from 8 a.m. to 1 
p.m. or from 1 'p.m. to 6 p.m as 
In the hours commonly in use." he 
said "If anything, the pupils will 
have a longer rest pcrloi under 
the new system. The hours will 
make no difference to the teachers 
In this case and if In the future 
oher staggered classes were needed 
I would be in favor of It, even If 
it meant new teachers. The
